The prior art of record fails to teach, disclose, or suggest either alone or in 
combination the silicon controlled rectifier comprising the combination of limitations 
claimed. The prior art fails to teach a first conducting-type substrate having two second 
conducting-type deep wells therein, a gate above the substrate and between the deep 
wells, a source and drain in the deep wells at opposite sides of the gate, a first 
conducting-type doped region inside the substrate and the floating region as claimed 
that is located in one of the deep wells and adjacent the first source/drain that is floating 
when driving the silicon controlled rectifier.
